BELL-TREBLE 


THE SIAMESE 
TWINS. 


A WRITER in Lippincott'a Magazine 


for March gives some interesting rem- 
iniscences concerning the early life of 
the Siamese twins. They were born 
at a little fishing village near Bangkok. 
The father was a Chinaman, who spoke 
the Tai-chew dialect. 
The mother waa 


born in Siam of a Chinese father and 
a Siamese mother, so that the twins 
were only one-fourth Siamese and three 
fourths Chinese. They were known 
among the people as the Chinese twins. 
They wore the Chinese dress and their 
hair was braided after the fashion of 
that country. 
The mother wns a fair, 


comely woman of medium height.— 
Chang and Eng were the first-born 
sons of their parents, and there were 
lour other pairs of twins, and four chil- 
dren at a birth. They were born at 
the close of 1811, or early in 1812.— 
It never entered into tho mother's 
mind that there was anything in com- 
mon between tho twins. Thuy always 
played together as two, not as one, but, 
when they prattled, it was oftenor to 
each other than to those about thorn. 
They seldom disagreed, but when they 
did Chang, who was tho largest, strongs 
est and mcst intelligent, took the initi- 
ative. At first the ligament was so 
short that they wore compelled to face 
each other; but, as they grew up, it 
lengthened. 
The cottage wherein they 


lived was a floating house or one-,story 
building moored on the river bank. 
11 


was in 1824 that Mr. Robert Hunter a 
Scotch merchant, first saw the twins. 
and conceived tho idea of taking them 
to Europe. In 1820, in company with 
Captain Coffin and Mr. Hunter, they 
sailed for the future field of their great 
success.

THE latest published statistics regaid- 


iag the wool trade of tho United States 
show a gratifying increase in the quan- 
tity of wool produced at home, as com- 
pared with that of other years, not- 
withstanding the depressing influences 
of dull trade and the panic. • The to- 
tal production last year is estimated at 
174,700,000 pounds, against 160,000,- 
000 pounds for 1872, and 146,000,000 
pounds for 1871. 
The stock of domes- 


tic wool in the three principal markets, 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
on the first of the present month, was 
1,460,700 pounds greater than it was 
last year, while that of foreign was 13,- 
468 bales less. 
The trade in foreign 


wool fell off considerably, owing to the 
decrease in consumption and the abun> 
dance of domestic wool, the importa- 
tions being 47,776,884 pounds against 
98,306,581 pounds for 1872. In regard 
to prices, an improvement began in No- 
vember, and has continued. Domestic 
fleece wool is now 10 cents a pound 
cheaper than in Jan., 1873, and cloth- 
ing wools have declined in the same 
proportion.—Pittsburg Commercial.

Young Men's Christian Association of 
Baltimore found itself sorely tempted 
the other day. A notorious gambler 
made a donation to the association, and 
a special meeting was held as to the 
morality of accepting it. 
The donor's 


name unfortunately happened to be 
Sinn, and this may have cauped more 
than ordinary misgivings on the part 
of the body whoso purpose it was to 
overcome sin. The question was ar- 
gued 
with 
considerable 
ingenuity. 


One member thought that by accept- 
ing the money the gambler would be 
brought nearer to Christ; another 
maintained that, though forbidden by 
the local authorities, gambling was not 
condemned by the Bible ; while a third 
maintained that the tempting 
offer 


came "accompanied by the tears of 
women who were worse than widows, 
and of children who were worse than 
orphans."
